Between 1937 and 1939 she worked in the 
Geddes Trading Company, 61 Yuen Ming Yuen Road, as a 
stenographer. Her step-father, Edward Egle, is the 
manager of Messrs. Siber Hegner & Co., Swiss importers, 
91 Yuen Ming Yuen Road, and resides at 1419 Avenue 
Joffre with Angelina's mother. 

Nothing is known to her detriment in Shanghai 
and it is quite possible that having lost her father 


at such an early age, she would be ignorant of particulars,
